The resolution carried a rec- 
ommendation that the Louisville 
Board of Aldermen conduct a 
similar plan in Louisville. 

A number of drawings of sug- 
gested homes by Architect J. 
Maurice Ingram were offered the 
Court. These plans were for 
four-room dwellings, with base- 
ment and garage, warm-air heat- 
ing and a variety of exterior de- 
signs. 

The sum of $60,000 was made 
immediately available for the

Within every realm of human living today there is 
contending for power and aggrandizement. This pressure 
group, and that, organized to fight for their "rights," stand 
in the legislative halls demanding laws that infringe on the 
rights of others. This interest, and that, are constantly 
besieging the executive branches of civil government, seek- 
ing—all they can get. believing that the "other fellow" 
will take care of himself in the same ruthless fashion.

With th< 
end ol the war we had hoped toi 
peace and goodwill, and what h 
we? We may learn from the 
perience ot Israel the reasons 
such confusion. They, too, had ci 
into their land and should have 
only peace and prosperity. Instead 
there were turmoil and disorder 
Why? 

The success or failure of both na 
tions and individuals is ultimatelj 
determined by their attitude toward 
the law of God. He Is always right 
and true. The constant factor In I 
world order that swings wildly fr

Even Israel, his own chosen n: 
tion, found that observing God's la 
meant blessing, and failure to do s 
brought judgment and sorrow. N 
man is great and powerful enough t 
ignore this rule, and none is exemi 
from Its operation. 

I. The Cause— Forgetting God (vi 
7. 11). 

The Lord had promised the land 
to them as they went in and pos- 
sessed it by faith in him. He fully 
kept that promise in the measure 
that they believed him. They nevei 
did take the whole land, but that was 
because of their failure, not God's. 

As the people of Israel took pos- 
session of the land, they went for- 
ward in the way of blessing as long 
as Joshua, and the elders who re- 
membered God, kept them steady 
and true. We have here an excellent 
illustration of the power of a godly 
example. It is far stronger thar 
we think. 

The fact that a nation has been 
highly privileged and has been ex- 
alted to a place of power and honor 
will not save it in the day when 
God is forgotten. Israel no longer 
had God-fearing men to bring it back 
to the Lord, and so began its aw- 
ful drifting. 

We Americans are rightly proud 
of our great land, Its mighty 
sources, its fine past and promising 
future. But what Is the future 
be? Oh, we say, the most glorious 
days are ahead! They may be, but 
only If we, like our forefathers 
who established this nation, recog- 
nize God. If we do not. America 
will go the way of the forgotten ei 
plres of centuries past, and that 
spite of all its past achievements 
and its present promise. 

It Is a significant thing that 
business and national leaders often 
come from Christian homes, but it 
is sad that they themselves 
frequently not Christians. Their 
lives 

and Influence of godly parents, but 
what will their children do If they 
are not brought up in the 
admonition of the Lord? 

II. The Condition— National and 
Spiritual Confusion (vv. 16-19). 

The history of the period of the 
Judges in Israel is incomplete, but 
what we have shows the awful con- 
dition of the nation. Not only were 
they in separate tribes, but the peo- 

tnree groups— north and south of 
Jerusalem, and east of the Jordan. 

The moral and spiritual decay 
were evident in their turning to the 
immoral practices of Baal-worship. 

One would have thought that God 
would give up a people so 
sinning, but he did not. He provided 
deliverance for Israel. That gh 
us courage, for we know that he 
has not given us up, but has pro- 
vided in Christ a sure deliverance, 
if America will turn to him. 

It Is interesting to note that God 
works through men. Some of these 
judges were great 
Just ordinary men. But each in his 
appointed place, at the appointed 
time, was God's 

Confusion, sin and disobedience 
cannot be tolerated indefinitely. So 
Israel stubbornly 

III. The Conclusion —Judgment 
from God (vv. 20-23). 

God not only will not hold a back- 
sliding nation guiltless, but will 
bring judgment even if he has to 
turn over his people to a despoiling 
nation. He has instruments of In- 
dividual and national chastisement, 
and he is ready to use them. 

Notice that wherever they went 
the Lord's hand was against them. 
There is no place to flee from the 
presence of God. Anyone who thinks 
he can do it should read Psalm 139: 
7-12. It can't be done. That is s 
comfort to the believer, but it It 
very disquieting to the unbeliever. 

They compromised with evil, and 
lost not only their testimony but 
their very spiritual life. They for- 
sook God and took into their friend- 
ship the enemies of God, only to find 
that they were their own enemies. 

We are in danger now of compro- 
mise with evil, both In our personal 
and In our national lives. As we dc 
-and if we do-we may expect only 
disaster and judgment

SCHOOL CREDITS 

The following policies have 
been adopted by the State Board 
of Education with reference to 
the granting of high school credit 
for the educational training and 
experience received by persons 
while in the armed services: 

High school credit may be 
_ _n for training and experience 
received while in military service 
any person who has not gradu- 
ated from high school. 

2. Superintendents of schools 
and high school principals are 
urged to use the handbook that 
has been prepared by the Amer- 
ican Council on Education for the 
purpose of determining the 
amount of credit that should be 
granted for the various courses 
and types of training in the 
armed services. The name of this 
publication is "A Guide to the 
Evaluation of Educational Expe- 
riences in the Armed Services.' 

3. High schools may issue regu- 
lar diplomas according to either 
of the following plans: 

(a) The high school may issue 
regular diploma to a person in 

military service or to a veteran 
who has completed 12 or more 
units in regular high school at- 
tendance and who presents suffi- 
cient additional units of credit 
from the United States Armed 
Forces Institute, from Service 
Schools, and from other educa 
tional programs in the armed 
forces to complete the school's 
requirements for graduation. Va- 
riations from this standard are 
subject to the approval of the 
Director of Supervision. 

(b) The high school is permitted 
to issue a regular diploma, re- 
gardless of the number of units 
that a person in the service or a 
veteran has earned in high school, 
provided he has established 
through use of the General Edu- 
cational Development Tests edu 
cational progress equal to oi 
above that required for the high 
school. 

It is further recommended that 
the high school require the exam- 
inee to satisfy either (not neces- 
sarily both) of the following re- 
quirements: (1) tfiat he make 
standard score of 35, or above, on 
each of the five tests in the bat- 
tery, or (2) that he make an aver- 
age standard score of 45, or above, 
on the five tests in the battery. 

4. The diploma granted on t 
basis of military credits or on t 
basis of results on the General 
Educational Development Tests 
must be granted by the school in 
which the student last earned 
credit. In the case of a person 
with no high school credits and 
who has passed the General Edu- 
cational Development Tests sat- 
isfactorily, he may be granted a 
diploma from a high school that 
is designated by the school au- 
thorities of the district in which 
he, if a veteran, now resides 

Inch he as a person in active 
ice may designate as his resi- 
dence. 

5. The General Educational De- 
velopment Tests will be given by 
the U. S. Armed Forces Institute 
or by the designated testing 
ters in the states that are 
proved by the State Board of 
Education. 

6. The high school may grant 
as many as 2 units of credit for 
the satisfactory completion of the 
various basic (Army) or recruit 
(Navy) training programs.

One of the 
worst deficiencies in the program 
of veteran aid is a realistic and 
effective guidance service to aid 
_ community 
basis to find a satisfactory job. 

A recent survey in our own 
community revealed that an 
alarming number of veterans 
found it impossible to find the 
right kind of job with decent 
of pay. It is a sad com- 
mentary on the quality of indus- 
trial leadership and employment 
service that a community which 
owes such a debt to these boys 
and girls meets its obligations 
with so much complacency. The 
usual routine placement proced- 
ures with their impersonal job 
referals are woefully inadequate. 
Instead, there must be a united 
effort on the part of local man- 
agement, labor unions, education- 
al and civic leaders and veterans' 
organizations to provide person- 
alized placement service for these 
ex-service people. 

Many of these veterans are 
forced to spend money invested 
in bonds and to use mustering 
out pay to meet the high cost 
of being a civilian again. This 
vicious selfishness on 
the part of the rest of us. It is 
small comfort as the last strains 
of the welcoming band fade out 
the home town 
signs reading "NO HELP WANT- 
ED." One of the best ways to 
help a veteran adjust himself to 
civilian life again is to put his 
name on a payroll and let him 
enjoy the reassurance that there

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College Stresses 
Value Of Alfalfa 

' ' The dependability of alfalfa, 
Its high yield per acre, nutritive 
value and the fact that livestock 
like it should give this hay a 
place on thousands of Kentucky 
farms where it is not grown, ac- 
cording to a circular of the State 
College of Agriculture and Home 
Economics.

In northern Kentucky, alfalfa 
seeding begins in late February 
land extends well into April; in 
the southern and western part 
of the state, it begins in February 
and is completed in March. 

Spring seeding is done by 
broadcasting in fields of small 
grain in the same manner that 
red clover is sowed. 

Fanners have found it is pro- 
fitable to graze sheep and cattle 
on alfalfa-sowed grain fields. 
The tramping of the soil pro- 
vides the desired seedbed and 
a light cover for the seed. With 
the pasturing of the grain, the 
alfalfa seedlings suffer less from 
shade and competition for mois- 
ture and plant food.

CISTERNS RECOMMENDED

EARLY POTATOES, I 

Early potato planting time lies 
between March 15 and April 10. 
Very little can be gained by 
planting before; in fact, there is 
always the risk of the seed 
freezing. To plant after the April 
date may handicap the crop by 
making tuber development c 
after spring moisture has si 
ened and the ground has become 
hot. Potatoes are a "cool" crop 
and contain more than 90 per- 
cent water. 

The best variety is Irish Cob- 
bler. Bliss Triumph may gain 
the gardener a few days' but 
there is the threat of blight lop- 
ping off yield. Green Mountain 
needs a rainy season longer than 
Kentucky usually has, except in 
the mountain counties. Early 
Ohio would be excellent, except 
that when rainfall is not steady, 
bulgy second growth results. 

An old "red" favorite was 
Early Rose, but its successor, 
Spaulding Rose, is a poor keeper. 
However, the old "Rose," in a 
white or russet skin, is to be had 
| in the Burbank variety, an ex- 
cellent potato for winter stor- 
ing. A good plan is to plant 
enough Cobblers for use until 
Christmas, and Burbank for use 
the rest of the winter.

Seed is beginning to come on 
the market now, and wise gard- 
eners will get theirs early, 
over-all amount of certified seed 
potatoes is adequate, but 
and then occur break-downs in 
transportation to make the sup- 
ply spotty. 

Station Announces 

New Oal Varieties 

New varieties of spring oats 
suitable for Kentucky planting 
are announced at the Agricultural 
Experiment Station, following 
test of two years. 

Osage and Neosho— new vari 
ties of oats from Kansas— have 
outyielded Columbia and 
superior in grain quality and 
straw. They are also more re- 
sistant to rust and smut. Although 
seeds are not available this year, 
they should be in 1947 if orders 
are placed early with dealers. 

Tama, Boone, Vicland, Vikota, 
Cedar and Marion new varieties 
from the corn belt have not 
equalled Columbia in yield, but 
are suitable for planting in Ken- 
tucky. All are rust and smut 
resistant. In some localities, 
seeds of these varieties are 
had now. 

In a single year's test, Clinton 
and Benton, also new corn belt 
varieties, ryielded slightly less 
than Columbia, but had excel- 
lent grain and very good straw. 
Too late for successful produc- 
tion in this state, they neverthe- 
less produced fairly rank growth 
and heavy foliage which should 
make them valuable as sheaf oats. 
Seed of Clinton oats will be avail- 
able in 1947. 



important crops. It is grown on 
four-fifths of all land plowed for 
crops, is second only to tobacco 
in cash value, and is grown by 
more farmers than any other 
crop. Despite the fact that Ken- 
tucky ranks 11th among the 
states in acreage of corn produced 
it ranks 28th in bushels per acre. 

The college has set a goal for 
a state yield average of 40 bu- 
shels per acre to be reached by 
1960. Last year the state aver- 
age was 32 bushels. 

Among the improved practices 
recommended for reaching the 
goal, the college emphasizes bet- 
ter land use. , 
"Much land that is too poor 
too hilly is now being planted 
„ corn. The more level lands 
of the state should be built up 
to a high state of fertility by 
drainage, the use of lime and 
phosphate and by growing such 
legume crops as vetch, crimson 
clover and sweet clover in rota- 
tion with corn. Contour cultiva- 
tion or terracing on sloping land 
is advised. 

"The planting of hybrid corn 
has contributed greatly to higher 
yields. In 1945, 65 percent of 
the corn crop was planted to 
hybrids, resulting in the highest 
state average production on rec- 
ord, despite an unfavorable 
planting season. The supply of 
Kentucky hybrid corn seed is 
ample, and farmers in 1946 will 
not have to use poorly adapted, 
out-of-state hybrids."

Being the owner of consider- 
able acreage down in Henderson 
county, I could have griped 
about higher taxes when the 
house of Representatives at 
Frankfort passed, by a vote of 
three to one, the bill to lift the 
school tax limit from 75 cents 
per $100 worth of assessed prop- 
erty to $1.50. I could have said, 
"Why should I have to pay high- 
er taxes to help educate other 
people's children when I have 

But when I read about the 
House vote, I felt like shouting, 
even though the closest relative 
I have in Kentucky of school age 
is a third cousin. 

That tax reform bill is an im- 
portant step on the way up from 
"Tobacco Road." If any of my 
readers don't know what I mean 
by "Tobacco Road," I will 
plain that it is the title and the 
locale of a play depicting the 
rural South at its worst. It is 
supposed to be a Georgia story 
but it fits many localities in Ken- 
Yes, thanks to enlightened leg- 
islators in the Assembly, we have 
taken a step forward. But, don't 
forget, it is just \ step. We have 
a long way to go. 

As John Fred Williams, sup- 
erintendent of public instruction 
points out in his biennial report 
and his recommendations to the 
Legislature and to local school 
authorities, the state needs $25, 
000,000 for school buildings. 

The revamping of the school 
bus system calls for $500,000 
year. And along with vehicular 
improvements we must have bet- 
ter county roads. 

The schools are understaffed. 
We now have 17,000 teachers and 
principals, with many teachers 
holding emergency certificates 
because they can't qualify un- 
der the law. The state needs 
21,000 qualified teachers and 
principals, or 3,300 more than the 
present total. 

Oh yes. And there is a little 
item of salaries to teachers. Now 
many rural school teachers are 



getting $500 a year, or a little 
under $10 a week for the full 
year; and they are expected to 
go to a teachers college and train 
for better work. 

Go to college? Why bless your 
soul, the teachers in the lower 
brackets- make just about one- 
third as much as street sweepers 
! -i our town. 

Elementary teachers in urban 
communities now get around 
$1,100 average. The school term 
in towns and cities is 9 to 10 
months, as against 7 months in 
the remote rural districts. City 
and town buildings and equip- 
' are more than twice as 
.as those in the country. 
Which brings us back to the new 
tax limitation. The bill sets the 
imit at the same figure that 
has prevailed in urban districts 
for some time. 
The lift given school funds by 
ie previous legislature gave 
many districts a 7 months school 
term instead of 6 and increased 
others from 7 to 8 months. Mr. 
Williams thinks the minimum 
term for any school should be 8 
months, the minimum teacher's 
salary $800. 

Since World War II began, 
Kentucky has had a steady loss 
of teachers to states that pay 
better, or to industry. This drift 
continue until salaries 
>ased to figures we will not 
shamed of.

i Supt. William's report, but 
there is not room enough in this 
column. We will have to be 
satisfied with the high points, 
not only in this instance but in 
all discussions of conditions in 
Kentucky.

Whey then does the polit- 
ical Farm Bloc concern itself so 
avidly with class legislation in- 
stead of working for the thing 
that always helps the farmer— 
namely, labor's sound advance- 
ment? 

Workmen's Pay I 

This is dofinitely a Christian 1 
teaching. The illustrious Paul, 
who wrote most of the New 
Testament, said "Do not take ac- 
count of your own interest, but 
the interest of others as well." 
Moreover the rule is not confined 
to the farm for its application. 
It is just as righteous and just as 
practical for the use of working 
men who want to improve their 
living standards. Thus: 

When do laborers enjoy steady 
work at high wages? every think- 
ing worker knows the answer. 
Labor prospers when men of 
wealth put out their money, ex- 
panding old businesses and build- 
ing new ones. Of course it is for 
their own Rain but it pays the 
workers. Mystery: Why don't 
labor's leaders do their best to 
make investments attractive? 
Such strategy would pay rich and 
direct returns. It is the only 
way to hiRher and higher wages. 
And Profits Too 

Returns to employers respond 
to the same rule. Factory owners 
sell 80 percent of all they mke 
to laborers and farmers. These 1 
men wear good clothes, drive: 
good cars and modernize their! 
homes when they can afford it.'
